CANADA PAYS HEA 
"BILLS FOR PENSION 


WAR VETERANS & DEPENDENTS 
NOW RECEIVING MORE THAN 
£8,000,000 A YEAR 


OTTAWA, Canada-——-To those who 
served im the Great War and to 
their dependents the Government of 
Canada at the end of November had 
assumed an annual pension liability 


was an increase of £800,000 in the 
past eighteen months, a period in 
which now légistation had become 
effective liberalizing the pensions 
regulations and expediting the pro- 
ecesos of petition and appeal. 

On March 31, 1930, on the pension 
lists were the mames of 56,996 war 
veterans for disabilities and 19,644 
dependent pensioners, these latter 
consisting of widows, orphans ana 
parents of men who have diced, mak- 


ing a total of 76,640. Twenty months. 


later, pensions were being paid to 
73,787 on account of disability and 
19,485 as dependents, a total of 93,- 
272 and an increase of 16,632.
